“ BREAK-THROUGH ” 


The capture of Bunzlau, on the 
Bober River, means the cutting’ of 
one of the Breslau-Leipzig railways.

With its long run at the Abbey, 
this play has been accepted alrea 
as one of the most important con- 
tributions to the Irish theatre in 
recent years. At the Opera. House 
its performance has an aim beyond 
the play itself, which is to lay the 
foundation of a movement to 
revivify the drama, to bring back 
vision ‘to our theatre and to give a 
new direction to our writers for the 
stage. ambitions are big and 
brave, but the Players last night 
were fortunate in being able to show 
that they can “deliver the goods,” 
and deliver them almost at once. 

k Dear Father ” is a play 
with a theme which it took courage 
to tackle. Its characters are dlearly 
drawn, and make admirable actin 

, and it has the quality of a 
interesting plays, in that it leaves 
something that stays on in one’s 
mind long after its action on the 
Stage is over. It sets out very 
quietly, yet, most convincingly, to 
show the evil,that can follow from 
a narrow, gloomy, mean and super- 
stitious conception of religion. 

John Dooley. was the kind of 
knave that we call so well by the 
name of “voteen.” The “dear 
father” of this play, his dead hand 
reaches out from the grave to de- 
stroy the happiness of those whom 
he has left behind him. His odious 
quality begins to be reflected most 


clearly in his son, Jack, and we see 
the son ia the tragic process of be- 
coming even as his father was. 
Always in terror of ‘his father, alive 
or dead, be has lost his vocation for 
the Church, and we find him 
engaged to Eileen Walsh, a young 
widow. 


He behaves hatefully to the girl, 
who, with her good sense and fine 
character, might have saved them all. 
Even the girl's last efforts on his 
behaW are made hopeless by his 
foolish, fluttering mother, another 
victim of religiosity. . not. 
charming picture of Irish family life 
that emerges. Not even the interven- 
tion of Father Tahaney, their wise, 
humorous and gracious friend, can 
save them from the blight that has 
marked them down. 

The part of Eireel Walsh was FE 
with he: usual brilliance by Eithne 
Dunne, and she made a most moving 
and human figure oí this so tragic 
victim of the dead hand. Liam 
Redmond has made such a perfect 
study of Jack Dooley ,from his first 
appearance in the play; that a part 
that might so easily be ruined by a 
player less restrained, never falters in 
its march to complete. conviction. 
Harry Webster gave a very nice study 
of the pleasant Father Tahaney, and 
Brian O'Higgins did well with a not 
so attractive figure of Father Michael 
Dooley. The mother, in the hands of 
Betty Clein, becomes a more credible 
character in this production than the 
author had left her. Her daughter, 
Anna, gained many touches of humour 
for the play as played by Sheila 
Carty, and the part of the old servant 
was done very well by Doreen Keogh. 
The smaller parts were most capably 
filled by Terry Wilson and Maureen 
Halligan. Altogether, the production 
was a most finished one, and the 
Players Theatre can already be warmly 
congratulated on their most hopeful 
beginning in Cork.
